A report to council plan¬ 
ners said the building would 
be a simple, low-profile 
building to be placed at the 
north of the site.

A YOUNGSTER has been praised for 
leading his 85-year-old grandmother and 
sister to safety in a fire. 

Tyler Ramian, 11, helped grandmother 
Eileen and his sister, Amber, nine, out of his 
grandmother’s house in Hope Street, West 
Bromwich, after a chip pan caught fire early 
on Friday. 

He made sure that Amber and Eileen 
were safe outside, and alerted neighbours 
before firefighters arrived. 

Eileen made chips but just before going to 
bed at about lam, and thought she could 
smell “something nice”. 

She said: “I opened the kitchen door and 
was hit by a massive cloud of dark grey 
smoke. I couldn’t believe the amount of 
smoke, I’ve never seen anything like it. I 
wanted to get the children out, but the key 
for the front door was in the kitchen. I 


managed to get it at the fourth attempt. I 
went back in a fifth time to try and turn off 
the gas, but Tyler was screaming at me ‘get 
out nanny, don’t go back in there’. 

“I was starting to feel funny and sick, and 
I think if I had gone back in another time I 
would have gone.

“Tyler also went next door and rang the 
bell until my neighbour came out to help. 
The doctors in the hospital afterwards said 
he was a very very brave boy. ” 

Tyler’s father, Adrian, said he helped 
keep him and his wife calm, by first phoning 
him so he could call emergency services, and 
then gave a running commentary as they 
travelled from their Smethwick home. 

Tyler praised his sister for being brave 
during the whole incident.

“Around 140,000 working 
households on the lowest 
incomes will lose out nation¬ 
ally under these new rules. 
Disabled people will be dis¬ 
proportionately hit by the 
changes and this comes at a 
time when the Government 
is giving millionaires a tax 
cut of £100,000.” 

The only two councillors 
to vote against the motion 
were Conservatives Anne 
and Mavis Hughes. 

An estimated 60,000 
people in the West Midlands 
will be affected by the 
change.

Cash rewards are offered 
to boost waste recycling

COMMUNITIES in Sandwell 
are to be offered cash rewards 
to boost recycling. 

The money will be available over the 
next two years and will come from a Gov¬ 
ernment grant of £1.06 million which 
the council secured to encourage recy¬ 
cling. There will also be funds from 
Serco, the council’s waste partner. 

The Go Green Reward Scheme 
encourages people to boost recycling 
rates in exchange for money invested in 
the community. Up to £270,000 will be 
made available in reward payments. 

The grants could pay for new facilities 
and equipment for schools, after-school 
activities for children and young people, 
activities for older people, landscaping 
and planting and local events. 

One pilot scheme is for recycling 
nappies and another is for recycling 
small electrical items and batteries. 

All areas in the borough can take part 
in the scheme for a four-month period 
during the next two years. Recycling 
rates in each area will be monitored 
during the four months. 

Residents will receive details through 
their door when it is the turn of their 
area to take part, and funds will be made 
available for the community and at 
schools, if recycling rates in the area 
increase during the period compared to 
the same period the year before. 

Arguments 

Borough neighbourhoods boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones, said: “We’re very happy 
to launch this scheme. Our recycling 
rate has rocketed over the past three 
years - from 29 per cent to around half of 
all domestic waste now. 

“This new scheme will help build on 
this. It also allows us to give something 
back to communities where people are 
doing their bit to recycle.” 

Sandwell’s deputy council leader and 
chair of the waste partnership, Council¬ 
lor Steve Eling, said: “The new scheme 
rewards areas and communities, rather 
than individuals, for their work to boost 
recycling. There are lots of good environ¬ 
mental reasons and good financial argu¬ 
ments for recycling. 

“Landfill tax - which we pay for every 
tonne of waste that is not recycled - is 
going up again in April to £72 per ton, so 
every extra ton we can recycle and is 
diverted from landfill will save the 
council taxpayer.” 


MURALS depicting the history of Smethwick 
since the industrial revolution have been 
unveiled at Brasshouse Lane Community 
Centre. 

Young women who visit the centre have 
been taking dozens of pictures showing note¬ 
worthy parts of the town including High 
Street and the canal network, over the past 
12 months.

“It is lovely to think young woman have 
been involved in creating these and that they 
will be in the community for years to come. 
It’s been really nice to see it come together.” 

Deprivation 

As well as the art project, the youngsters 
have created a DVD featuring testimonials 
from residents saying what they like about 
Smethwick. 

This was shown for the first time at the 
unveiling. 

The project was made possible after a a 
grant of £24,300 from the Heritage Lottery 


Fund Young Roots programme. In an area 
with high levels of deprivation, the idea of the 
project was to forge a new sense of commu¬ 
nity by emphasising the proud past, much of 
which has been obscured by regeneration 
schemes. 

Ms Howarth said: “They have found 
things out they did not know about the area. 

“People of all ages and backgrounds have 
said the same positive things about Smeth¬ 
wick - how they love the area, how they have 
loved leaving their doors unlocked. They 
have got so many positive memories.”

Suspended sentence for postie who stole mail 


A POSTMAN who stored hundreds of items 
of post in the garage at his ex-girlfriend’s 
home, has been spared an immediate jail 
term. 

Other items of mail were kept in a down¬ 
stairs cloakroom in the house in Brierley 
Hill, some of which dated back to 2008. 

Postman Jamie Paterson was suspended 
from work at the Brierley Hill office after 
Royal Mail investigators were tipped off. 
Post was also discovered at Paterson’s 
home in Tipton. Judge Amjad Nawaz, 


sitting at Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Friday, heard that Paterson committed a 
“serious breach of trust” by failing to 
deliver the mail. 

Paterson was also found to have kept 23 
Lovefilm DVD packages, including two 
which had been opened and were missing 
the discs. Paterson, aged 38, of Sedgley 
Road East, pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to charges of delaying post and 
theft. 

He was sentenced to six months impris¬ 


onment, suspended for 15 months, and 
ordered to do 80 hours unpaid work. 

John Dove, prosecuting, said Royal Mail 
received a call from Paterson’s ex-partner 
last year, saying she had found Royal Mail 
sacks in her garage which she rarely 
entered due to a fear of spiders. 

Sarah Allen, defending, said Paterson 
had been diagnosed with depression. She 
said: “The DVDs had only been taken to 
cheer himself up. He knows that it was a 
serious breach of trust.”

Delayed estate is to 
start taking shape 


WORK on a delayed new 
housing estate close to Tipton’s 
new leisure centre is to get 
under way. 

Housebuilder Mar City is to erect 128 
houses and nine apartments on the 
former Little Burton Estate, off Alexan¬ 
dra Road, where the 1930s homes were 
demolished in 2000. 

Chairman Hamilton Anstead said the 
group was negotiating with third parties, 
including housing associations, for 
further contracts involving sites in the 
West Midlands, Nottinghamshire and 
London. 

“We expect that these contracts, if 
secured, will all be signed during 2013 
and enable Mar City to make further sub¬ 
stantial progress in 2013 and 2014,” he 
added. 

Mr Anstead said Mar City was on site at 
Tipton doing preliminary work and 
expected construction to start soon. 

Originally, 151 homes were planned on 
the nine-acre site. But the figure was cut 
to 142 following concerns about a gas 
pipeline on the site. 

The work was originally scheduled to 
begin last year. 

Funding 

But Birmingham-based Mar City, has 
since further revised the scheme. 

The homes will be for sale to housing 
associations and on the open market and 
are supported by funding from the Get 
Britain Building initiative. 

Mar City is also building 106 homes on 
a four-acre site at Richards Street, Dar- 
laston; 36 on two acres at Carnegie Road, 
Rowley Regis; 115 on 5.5 acres at Norfolk 
Place, Leamore, Walsall, and 41 on 2.5 
acres at The Maltings, Lichfield. 

The firm has built 114 homes at Woden 
Road, Wednesbury and 150 at Church 
Lane, West Bromwich. 

Mar City announced a £978,000 profit 
before tax on sales of £8.9 million for last 
year. Revenues grew substantially in 
2012 as a result of new house building in 
the West Midlands and Leicestershire. 

Its last three contracts, including the 
Tipton scheme, are expected to have a 
revenue value of about £22 million. 

The new housing development will be 
separated from the leisure centre by a 
park area. 

The centre has replaced the former 
Tipton swimnming baths in Queens 
Road.

Robbery suspect 


THESE are CCTV images of two 
men police want to trace in con¬ 
nection with a robbery at a West 
Bromwich bookies. 

They stormed in to Ladbrokes, 
Wood Lane at aBOUT 9.45am on 
March 15 and started emptying 
tills. Staff locked themselves in an 
office and the thieves tried to 
break down the door to the room. 

They failed and left with a small 
amount of cash. Both are 
described as black, about 6ft tall 
and wearing dark clothing. 


Det Con Mark Fletcher, said 
anyone who recognises the men in 
the images or had any informa¬ 
tion about what happened, should 
contact police. 

Last month six men behind a 
“well planned and sophisticated” 
robbery at the Co-op bank, High 
Street West Bromwich, were 
jailed for a combined total of 60 
years. At opening time three 
threatened two female staff with 
batons and fled with £130,000 in a 
car driven by a fourth member. 


Two others organised the raid - 
but used a gym at M5 junction 
one, West Bromwich, as a lookout 
and to provide an alibi if caught. 

All six were convicted of con¬ 
spiracy to rob at Warwickshire 
Crown Court in January. At Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court, Judge 
Simon Drew QC gave Shakeel 
Rafiq, aged 31, of Roebuck Lane, 
West Bromwich 10 years and said 
he was an “orchestrator.” 

He got information about the 
bank while in a relationship with 


bank employee Natalie Mashhadi 
- present during the raid. 

He and Mohammed Masud, 30, 
of Roebuck Lane, West 
Bromwich, recruited a London 
team for the raid - later paying 
them £40,000 from the stolen 
cash. Masud got five years. 

The team were Ashley Douglas, 
29, of Lambeth, twins Ibrahim 
and Akim Lyazi, 19, of Tooting, 
and Jamal Mahmood, 23, of 
Wandsworth. Douglas got 12 
years and the others ten.

right and then hit the barrier. 

She said: “I was at the traffic lights 
coming into work, when I saw the 
vehicle come around the corner and it 
went straight into the barriers., 

“When it first happened I looked 
over at the car, and the driver seemed 
to be moving their head, and they 
seemed fine. 

“An older gentleman ran over to see 
if they were all right and the driver 
must have said they were OK because 
the man then just walked away.” 

The road was reopened after about 
an hour and a half.

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I TRIED the BBC’s new social 
class calculator three times, and 
came up with three different 
answers.

You know, where 
people sit around the table 
quaffing cans of Special Brew 
while watching videos of Jeremy 
Kyle, and discussing the life of a 
shop assistant or a lorry driver.

Sadly for Mr Razeghi, I fear 
somebody has beaten him to it. 
For many years there has been a 
device around which can show 
any Iranians what their country 
will - with any luck- look like in 50 
to 100 years' time. 

It’s called the plane out of Iran.

Musical turned into 
a dark debut novel

A love of English led Phil 
Tomlinson to write his first 
book. He tells WILL 
ACKERMANN about it 


GROWING up on a council 
estate in West Bromwich, the 
only books Phil Tomlinson 
owned were football annuals. 

But after a long career working with 
children, the 67-year-old has taken the 
plunge to become a full-time author - and 
published his first novel. 

The Soul Snatcher is a fictional work 
aimed at children and teenagers. It tells 
the story of youngsters mysteriously dis¬ 
appearing from schools who return with 
their personalities changed and their 
memories wiped. 

Dark as it sounds, when Mr Tomlinson 
first hatched the idea he intended it for 
an all-singing, all-dancing musical pro¬ 
duction. 

“It all started, would you believe, in the 
mid-90s,” he says. “I went through a 
phase of writing lyrics and I had this idea 
for a musical with a central character 
called the Soul Snatcher. 

Enjoying 

“I managed to write about six songs, 
which I wasn’t very happy with, so I put 
it to one side. 

“I just sort of left it until around 2011, 
when one of the schools I was doing 
support work with decided they wanted 
to consider doing a musical.” 

When Mr Tomlinson, who now lives in 
Leicestershire, presented his idea to 
managers at the school, they suggested 
he write a book. 

He had enjoyed writing stories back in 
his days as a pupil at Harvills Hawthorn 
Primary School and West Bromwich 
Grammar School, when he lived on Hill 
Top and the Yew Tree estate. 

“English was always my favourite 
subject,” he says. “I loved writing.” 

“I’ve still got a hardback book on my 


shelf that I wrote in fountain pen. I’ve 
written lots of poems and song lyrics, 
but like a lot of people I thought being 
an author was way beyond me.” 

Nevertheless, Mr Tomlinson was not 
put off. He spent the next year engaged 
in his writing, figuring things out by 
trial and error and developing a few tips 
of his own in the process. 

For example, he carries around a pen 
and paper at all times, in case the cre¬ 
ative mood strikes him on a bus or a 
train - but it is at his local pub that most 
of the magic happens. 

“I’m not very disciplined,” he says. 
“Some authors set themselves 1,000 
words a day but that doesn’t work for 


me. I write in flows. That’s why I carry 
bits of paper and a pen with me every¬ 
where I go. 

“My local pub is just around the 
corner from me and sometimes I’ll write 
in there. I tend to write all over the 
place. 

“I also tend to write by hand to begin 
with and then I’ll put it on the computer. 
When I come to do that I often come up 
with new ideas. 

“To anyone wanting to become an 
author I would say what I say to all chil¬ 
dren: anyone can write. There’s nothing 
magic about it. It’s a question about self- 
belief. 

“Write about somethingyou know. We 


all have things happen to us that could 
make a great work of fiction.” An 
unusual quirk of Mr Tomlinson’s writing 
style is that he never describes the chil¬ 
dren characters in his book. 

That way, readers are left to build their 
own pictures. 

“If you write about their hair and what 
they are wearing you imprint your ideas 
into someone else’s head,” he says. 

“Every single person will read my 
books differently. They will use their own 
experience. I think that is important.” 

As well as writing, Mr Tomlinson 
believes reading is extremely important 
for children living in the modern age of 
computer games and the internet. 

The ardent West Bromwich Albion fan 
has had lengthy experience working with 
youngsters, so he knows what makes 
them tick. He began his career as a youth 
and community worker, before becoming 
a social worker. 

Later he became an independent ther¬ 
apist and consultant, specialising in chil¬ 
dren and adolescent behaviour. 

Honest 

“I heard a saying,” he says. “In educa¬ 
tion all you have got to do is teach a child 
to read and they can find out everything 
else themselves. 

“To be honest, I grew up in a working 
class family and we didn’t have a lot of 
books. I had football annuals but most of 
the books I read were at school. They 
were the classics, mostly.” 

He has already received positive res¬ 
ponses during his Midlands-wide signing 
tour. 

But for now, it is his great-nieces and 
great-nephews, who live in Wombourne 
and Sedgley, who are his biggest critics. 

They include Jonathan Lampitt, 15, 
and his sister Sophie, 12, from Wom¬ 
bourne. 

So what do they think of his book? 

“They think it’s fine,” laughs Mr Tom¬ 
linson. “But then they would say that, 
wouldn’t they?”

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£3m bid to build road 
for new housing estate 


A NEW road to serve a develop¬ 
ment of 300 homes in Cradley 
Heath could be built as part of a 
multi-million pound scheme. 

Sandwell Council is applying for almost 
£3 million of cash under the Government’s 
Pinch Point scheme which is aimed at 
improving access to the borough and 
unlocking land for development. 

It is hoped to build the new MacArthur 
Road and Woods Lane Link Road from 
Cradley Road to aid the redevelopment of 
the Cradley Heath Factory Estate and 
adjacent land for up to 300 residential 
units. 

Development of the site has stalled due 
to a question mark over the new road. But 
the authority is now bidding for Govern¬ 
ment cash to fund it. 

The total cost of the project is £4.532m, 
of which the bid to the Pinch Point Fund is 
worth £2.999m. 

Junctions 

In 2012 the Government announced the 
new £170m Local Pinch Point Fund aimed 
at removing bottlenecks on the highway 
network that were thought to be impeding 
economic growth. 

Sandwell Council has also applied for 
£1.055 million to improve junctions at the 
A457 Soho Way and Soho Street, Bridge 
Street North at Lewisham Road, Bridge 
Street North at Rolfe Street and Rolfe 
Street at New Street. 

Traffic lights would be installed at the 
junctions and calming measures would 
also be installed. If approved, the improve¬ 
ments will take place on a phased basis 
starting in August and completed by 
March 2015. 

The council also wants £2.769 to fund 
the reconstruction of Brasshouse Lane and 
Soho Street bridges in Smethwick to avoid 
them having a 7.5 ton weight restriction.

which Anjum Khan was sole 
director, Wolverhampton 
magistrates heard. 

They tried unsuccessfully 
to sell a Halesowen couple, 
aged 91 and 90, a stairlift for 
£4,550 - much more than 
the £2,400 Stannah Lift 
Services Limited quoted. 

Mr Robert Marshall, pros¬ 
ecuting for Wolverhampton 
trading standards, said a 74- 
year-old Wolverhampton 
man was also sold £12,000 of 
equipment over three 
months not meeting his 
needs, according to occupa¬ 
tional therapists. 

The court heard Khan, 45, 
has not yet refunded the 
man’s deposit and first 
payment totalling £2,350. 

Moore, 52, of Pringle Close, 

West Bromwich, and Khan, 
of Cubley Road, Hall Green, 

Birmingham, each admitted 
five charges of misleading 


commercial practices. Khan 
also admitted five charges 
on behalf of Mobility Health¬ 
care UK Limited, of Kings 
Road, Tyseley, Birmingham. 

Mr Gerard Brady, defend¬ 
ing Moore, said he worked in 
sales for 20 years since 
leaving the army without 
complaint but: “He was 
over-vigorous.” 

Khan representing 

himself and the firm, said he 
had taken whatever steps 
trading standards asked. 

For each of Moore’s 
charges, magistrates 

imposed a £150 fine, and told 
him to pay a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge and £388 costs. 

Khan was told to pay £200 
on each charge as an individ¬ 
ual, as well as £300 on each 
charge on behalf of the firms 
plus a £15 victim surcharge 
and £388 costs. As a director, 
Khan was told to pay a £15 
victim surcharge, £388 costs 
and £2,350 compensation.

Testament to the two-wheelers 


PETER Bidmead reckoned he 
was born with two stroke motor¬ 
cycle fuel in his blood. 

Not only had he a collection of vintage 
motor bikes, but each day he travelled the 20 
miles to his works at Burton-on-Trent on his 
20-year-old l,000cc Ariel Square Four com¬ 
bination. 

“I just get a tremendous amount of enjoy¬ 
ment riding a bike. I suppose it’s in the 
blood,” said works manager Peter, of Mersey 
Road, Rugeley, in April 1978. 

To pass on his knowledge of bikes, Peter 
taught youngsters how to ride in an 
RAC/ACU motorcycle course at Fair Oak 
School, Rugeley. 

Supplying 

A search through the archives of the 
Chronicle ’s sister paper, the .Express & Star, 
revealed many photographs about people 
and their two-wheeled modes of transport. 

Securicor guards Harry Pritchard and 
Jack Ward took possession of electric 
powered mopeds in December 1973, a time 
of great worry about fuel prices.

what were claimed to be the first electric-

In 1967 Walter Edge was found outside 
his home in Hill Avenue, Lanesfield, Wol¬ 
verhampton, proudly astride his 1928 long- 
stroke Sunbeam that he used daily. 

Don Higham, of Aldridge, was pictured 
setting off for work on his 1925 Royal 
Enfield in September 1976. The Walsall 
recreation department landscape officer 
had bought it for £30 and spent five years 
restoring it. 

Mark Wells and Paul Handley, both aged 
16, were among Wednesbury mods saying 
“don’t blame us” after complaints about 
motorcycle gangs which were said to be ter¬ 
rorising people on estates in October 1983. 

Paul, of Kent Road, Woods estate, said: 
“It’s ridiculous to say our bikes are high 
speed. My scooter’s top speed is only 
25mph.”

A SMETHWICK pub has been 
saved from the axe by licensing 
chiefs - but it has been banned 
from playing music after resi¬ 
dents complained about noise. 

Police urged the council to strip The Moil- 
liet Arms of its licence after logging 15 inci¬ 
dents involving the venue between July 
2012 and February this year. 

But licence bosses at Sandwell Council 
dismissed some of the police’s claims about 
possible underage drinking and links to 
gangs at the pub. 

They did decide to ban all music and to 
stop people from using the pub’s outdoor 
area unless they were smoking. 

Designated Premises Supervisor (DPS) 
Erica Davids was stripped of her title, 
although licensee Roger Shields was 
allowed to keep his position. 

The pub may still close however, as devel¬ 
opers SS Raju and J Kang have permission 
to transform its ground floor into three 
apartments. 

Panel chairman Councillor Peter Allen 
said: “This pub serves the local community. 
We found that allegations relating to a 16- 
year-old girl and guns and gangs were not 
substantiated.” 

Earlier, Pc Jim Potts ran through 15 logs 
that the force had made of incidents relating 
to the pub, including noise problems and a 
girl alleging she was 16 and at the pub with 
her friends who were drinking. 

Officers had also visited the pub as late as 
3.30am and found dozens of people still 
there, although pub staff said this was for a 
private party and no alcohol was being 
served.

Improve 

The aim of the work is to 
cut tenants’ fuel bills, make 
the most of and improve the 
choice of council housing 
and improve the condition 
and quality of tenant’s 
homes and the communal 
spaces surrounding them. 

First newbuild projects 
are due to start in 2014, and 
a number of sites for devel¬ 
opment in Wednesbury have 
already been earmarked, 
subject to planning permis¬ 
sion. 

Full details of earmarked 
sites were set out in a report 
to Wednesbury Town 


Scrutiny panel which will 
meet on Thursday. 

They include bungalows 
on the site of Millfieds Social 
Club on Cookhay Lane and 
Park Hill Garage site. 

More than one hectare of 
land on Carisbrooke Close 
has been earmarked for 40 
units of housing including 
apartments and family 
housing, a total of 38 units 
are expected to be built on 
Wedgewood Place, and a 
further 56 in Anson, Brick- 
house and Wolseley Roads. 

More than 100 two, three 
and four bed homes will be 
built on sites on Ebenezer 
Street, Hawkestone Cres¬ 
cent and Pemberton Cres¬ 
cent. 

A further 38 will be built 
around Dial Lane in addition 
to the 81 extra care apart¬ 
ments which will also be 
built on the road. 

Forty five homes are 
expected to be built on New 
Street.

Jobs fair

MORE than 70 job-seekers 
are on the road to employ¬ 
ment thanks to a careers fair 
in Oldbury.

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Anger over Thatcher 
jibes posted online 


A COMMENT by a fire service 
boss and Sandwell councillor 
calling for people to rejoice at 
the death of Margaret 
Thatcher was labelled sick by 
the Home Secretary. 

Theresa May hit out at Councillor 
John Edwards during a visit to the 
region last week. 

Labour’s Councillor Edwards chairs 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority and sits on Sandwell 
Council. 

He made a series of remarks on 
social networking site Twitter about 
the late former Prime Minister whose 
funeral was held yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day). 

The remarks included one that 
people should rejoice at her passing 
and that “the lady’s not for burning” - 
a quip about her cremation. 

Fellow Sandwell Councillor Bob 
Piper also posted references about 
Lady Thatcher on Twitter. 

The Abbey ward member made a

joke about her death from a stroke in 
reference to a comment made by TV 
presenter Jonathan Ross. 

Councillor Piper said: “It was a joke 
following a rather distasteful comment 
by Ross posted by someone else.” 

Councillor Edwards apologised for 
his tweets and deleted his remarks. 

He said on Twitter: “Two of my 
recent tweets that contained refer¬ 
ences to Margaret Thatcher caused 
concern to some readers. I apologise 
and have withdrawn them.” 

Conservative Fire Authority 


member Tim Wright, deputy leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “It seems to me 
that people in positions of authority 
ought to carefully consider what they 
are broadcasting prior to pressing the 
send button.” 

Mrs May was in Stafford last week to 
help the Tories launch their Stafford¬ 
shire County Council election cam¬ 
paign. 

Remarkable 

She said: “These comments are 
pretty sick. Whatever anybody thought 
about Baroness Thatcher, she was a 
remarkable figure.” 

On the day Mrs Thatcher died a 
Sandwell Labour councillor caused a 
storm on Facebook when he wrote 
“ding dong the witch is dead”. 

Bristnall councillor Steven Frear 
wrote the post alongside a link to a 
story about the former Prime Minister. 

He later apologised on the site for his 
words, which were described by council 
leader Darren Cooper as insensitive.

100 residents call for 
more parking on estate

ABOUT 100 people have signed 
a petition calling for derelict 
garages on a West Bromwich 
estate to be brought back into 
use for parking. 

But the moves could hit a problem, 
after it emerged others were fighting for 
the former garages, on Brackendale 
Drive, to be transformed into bungalows. 

The petition was organised by the 
estate’s neighbourhood forum chairman 
Darryl Magher. 

He said: “We want to see a new desig¬ 
nated parking area, to have the area 
cleaned up, and a secure area for access to 
the back of the houses. 

“We’d also like some landscaping to 
attract the birds and bees. 

“It’s currently beingused as a dumping 
ground for rubbish, so it’s a wasted space. 

Damaging 

“There are parking issues in that area, 
with cars damaging grass verges, and it’s 
the wish of the people around there to see 
the garages brought back into use. 

“But the rumour is the area could be 
turned into bungalows, which is not the 
preference of the people living there.” 

Councillor Steve Melia, ward councillor 
for Great Barr and Yew Tree, confirmed 
that his preference would be for bunga¬ 
lows to help ease problems of under-occu¬ 
pancy. 

He said: “This is one of the sites we 
visited on a walkabout recently, and 
neighbours said it would be a cracking 
spot for a few bungalows. It would tidy up 
the rubbish being dumped there, and the 
nuisance that is seen there on some occa¬ 
sions. 

“The houses could be used for elderly 
residents to move into, but still be 
amongst their friends.” 

He said what had been proposed in the 
petition, which is being considered and 
investigated by council officers, wasn’t 
“in the way of thinking” of the people he 
had spoken to previously. 


THE centenary of the invention of 
stainless steel is being celebrated at 
an exhibition in Walsall - with the 
help of one of the borough’s firms.

During the 1960s Old Hall’s prod¬ 
ucts were sold in more than 2,000 
shops in the UK, with agents in more 
than 20 countries.

Dramatic series draws 
to a great conclusion 


S o, have you figured out whodunit 
yet? Usually, the resolution of a 
whodunit is guessable, especially 
one that has lasted several weeks in 
which each suspect has been examined 
and dismissed (or otherwise) throughout 
the run.

Usually, the resolution of a whodunit is 
guessable, especially one that has lasted 
several weeks in which each suspect 
has been examined and dismissed (or 
otherwise) throughout the run. 

But not Broadchurch - it’s been a 
different breed altogether, and thank 
goodness for that. Too many dramas 
these days have been made to appeal to 
viewers with short attention spans; 
they’re smart, snappy and scenes last 
about 30 seconds. 

However, this eight-part series from 
acclaimed writer Chris Chibnall has been 
a slow-burner, with the patience of 
audience members rewarded with one of 
the most gripping plots we’ve seen in a 
long while. 

So far we’ve learned that Danny 
Latimer has been murdered and that 
most of the people in the town of 
Broadchurch, where he lived, have 


something to hide and so could, possibly, 
have bumped him off in an attempt to 
keep their secret under wraps for ever. 

And that’s about it really - although 
we’re just as keen to find out what’s 
really wrong with Dl Alec Hardy, the 
detective in charge of the case, as we 
are the identity of the killer. 

But no matter how intriguing the 
storyline, the programme just wouldn’t be 
worth tuning in for if it wasn’t for the 
acting, which has been of a uniformly 
high standard. At the centre of it all is 
Jodie Whittaker as Beth, Danny’s grief- 
stricken mother. 

The 30-year-old Huddersfield-born 
actress is making a habit of playing 
young mums - in BBC Two’s Royal 
Wedding, she was a woman who’d had 
a baby at 15, and she’s in the same 
situation here. 

No doubt her next role will be very 
different, but there’s no denying she’s the 
heart and soul of this series. And what’s 
particularly interesting is that during 
filming, neither she nor the rest of the 
cast knew who the killer was. 

“I only got the first episode for the 
audition and I found that quite nerve- 
wracking, not knowing where it was 


going,” she says. “But that’s a really great 
thing to do because it keeps you anxious 
the whole way through. It keeps you 
guessing and makes you not trust any of 
the other characters; which you wouldn’t 
do in that environment. 

“That first episode was heart-breaking 
to read, but you met so many interesting 
characters. When I came on board, 

David Tennant, Olivia Colman, Vicky 
McClure and Andrew Buchan were 
already attached. Every week, new 
names were signed to it which was really 
exciting to think you would be working 
with them on an ensemble piece. 

“Not a lot of dramas are ensemble and 
there are about 20 of us.” 

But it hasn’t just been the human cast 
that Jodie has enjoyed being around - 
the Dorset scenery has almost been a 
character itself. 

“I always enjoy filming on location as 
there is that feeling that you can be in it 
the whole time; you are staying away, 
you don’t have to deal with normal life 
when you get home from work, so it’s 
been a great experience.” 

It’s been great watching it too - here’s 
hoping the last episode lives up to 
expectations.

and VW Golf, but it has a longer wheel¬ 
base and an extended rear overhang to 
help distance it from those two siblings 
from the same ultimate stable. 

Even though prices have risen by 
around £2,000 compared with the out¬ 


going Octavia, the replacement is 
much better equipped and is in fact 
better value for money. 

There’s a choice of two turbo petrol 
engines and two diesels, with an ultra- 
efficient 89g/km Greenline set for later 
this year, and a not-to-be-missed 
217bhp vRS hot hatch. Can’t wait to 
try that! On a test route that took in 
winding back roads and a stretch of 
motorway the drive was pleasant with 
little effect from the bumps 
and potholes encountered. 

Refinement is good, too.

wheels, seven airbags, stability 
control, Bluetooth, DAB radio, six-disc 
CD changer and a USB socket. And 
now take a breath . . . much more to 
mention but not enough space. 

Go up to up to SE trim and you also 
get such goodies as rear parking 
sensors, dual-zone climate control, 
front foglights and rear electric 
windows.

Emissions 

It is excellent value for money, is 
generally cheaper to insure than rivals 
and has lower C02 emissions with the 
diesel escaping the London Congestion 
Charge - the car is really a winner.

THE next generation of Nissan’s all-electric 
Leaf has arrived - and for the first time, buyers 
can lease batteries for the 100 per cent elec¬ 
tric car and choose one of three trim levels. 

A new pricing structure has been introduced to reflect the 
three trim levels and the battery-leasing options now avail¬ 
able - but things are far from complicated. Cars bought with 
leased batteries will be known as ‘Flex’ models and buyers 
will be able to get behind the wheel of an entry-level Visia 
Leaf on that basis for £15,990 (after receipt of the Govern¬ 
ment’s £5,000 plug-in grant).

Most notably, the car’s range has been extended from 109 
miles to 124 miles. And its battery is capable of recharging 
in about half the time of the first-generation Leaf. 

The longer range has been achieved by improving the 
Leafs aerodynamics and its regenerative braking system 
and a more efficient E-powertrain. The real world range has 
also been improved with the introduction of a new heating 
system which is 70 per cent more efficient through the use 
of a heat pump in the system.

Some of the benefits are well-known, such as the lack of 
Vehicle Excise Duty and exemption from the London con¬ 
gestion charge, but it’s becoming easier to charge up a 
Nissan Leaf on the move with more public charging points 
opening all the time. And of course, the cost of a full battery 
charge is a fraction of the price of a tank of petrol.

Tributes after death of f Mr Albion' 


FORMER Baggies boss Ron 
Atkinson has led the tributes to 
Dave Matthews following the 
death of the man who was 
labelled “Mr Albion”. 

Matthews died suddenly at 
his Halesowen home on Sunday 
night at the age of 67. 

The kitman was a veteran of 
more than 2,000 games, 
working with 24 different man¬ 
agers or head coaches through 
the triumphs and disappoint¬ 
ments of a 50-year devotion to 
the club. “You will never meet a

nicer guy,” said Atkinson. “It is 
a terrible shock and just very, 
very sad. Dave was a terrific guy 
- absolutely terrific. You will not 
find anyone with a bad word for 
him. 

“I only spoke to him last week 
about doing a foreword for a 
book he was planning and he 
was in good spirits. Albion never 
had a finer servant.” 

Smethwick-born Matthews 
grew up within sight of The 


Hawthorns and, as a Baggies 
fan, recalled watching from his 
home as the stadium’s flood¬ 
lights were erected. 

As a 15-year-old school- 
leaver, he applied for a job on the 
groundstaff and was offered the 
chance to assist the kitman until 
a suitable position became avail¬ 
able. Half a century later he was 
still in the kit room and woven 
into the fabric of Hawthorns 
life. 

Legendary striker Cyrille 
Regis said: “Dave was a dedi¬ 


cated servant of Albion. Not 
many people spend 50 years in 
the same job, but Dave loved the 
club. 

“It is amazing to think of the 
amount of emotion Dave must 
have gone through over the 
years, from winning cups to 
being relegated and all the trials 
and tribulations of the team.” 

He added: “In many ways 
Dave was ‘Mr Albion’. And he 
was an awesome man. He had 
complete integrity and was 
respected by everyone.” 


BOSS WARNS OVER 
HIGH-PRICE STARS 


STEVE CLARKE has warned off Premier 
League rivals looking at Albion’s stars, 
saying: “They will cost you a fortune.” 

The Baggies boss insists he has no plans to sell any of his 
leading players this summer - and is already targeting 
three or four new faces. He warned would-be buyers to 
look elsewhere for new recruits, insisting they will not 
prise players out of The Hawthorns in cut-price deals. 


“They aren’t going to be 
cheap,” said the Scot. 

“I don’t think anyone 
would be wise to come in for 
any of our players because 
they will cost a fortune.” 

Albion are braced for 
interest in the likes of Yous- 
souf Mulumbu, Claudio 
Yacob, James Morrison and 
Shane Long. 

All have again displayed 
impressive form with the 
Baggies on course to beat 
last season’s lOth-place 
finish - their highest ever in 
the Premier League.

But Clarke is already 
looking at strengthening his 
squad for his second cam¬ 
paign at the helm. 

And he admitted he could 
need even more reinforce¬ 
ments should rival clubs 
break the bank to take 
players away from the 
Baggies. 

“In an ideal world we’d 
get early signings,” he said. 

“But the early signing last 
summer was Ben Foster and 
the others came in over the 
course of pre-season. 

“As long as we get to the 
start of pre-season and 
we’ve improved the squad, 
when they come in is irrele¬ 
vant. 

“It’s difficult to speculate 
on numbers because you 
don’t know how many clubs 
are going to try and take 
some of your players.
